Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: contrary to applicants' arguments, Figure 2 
clearly shows the modulus of the aramid and nylon alone as well as the modulus of the composite cable: at 10% of breaking load for the 
aramid (about 2 g/denier) the modulus is 2/0.5%=400 g/denier=4400 cN/tex and at 10% breaking load of the nylon (about 0.5 g/denier) the 
modulus is 0.5/1 %=50 g/denier=540 cN/tex, well within the broadly claimed ranges of at least 2000 cN/tex and at most 1500 cN/tex, 
respectively. 
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
